(3) Provided only, however, that notwithstanding anything 
herein contained that the piece of road and bridges mentioned in 
Paragraphs one (1) and two (2) shall remain and continue to be 
county boundary roads and bridges. 


(4) Each corporation shall have jurisdiction over that portion 
of the roads and bridges which it has undertaken to maintain and 
keep in repair and shall be liable for the damages incurred by reason 
of neglect to maintain and keep same in repair and the other cor- 


_ poration shall be relieved from all liability in respect of its mainten- 
ance and repair. 
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(5) The Municipal Corporation assuming charge and control 
of the Boundary Roads and Bridges as provided by the terms of this 
Agreement shall, at the end of each calender year, be entitled to 
charge the other party hereto 50 per cent. of the cost of all work 
done in so maintaining and keeping in repair the Highways and 
Bridges over which it has assumed control, and this charge shall 
also include any new construction work which may not be strictly 
classed as maintenance or repair work. 


(6) Expenditures exceeding Five Hundred Dollars shall not be 
made by one Corporation on the repair and maintenance of the 
bridges and approaches under their jurisdiction without approval in 
writing of the Road Committee of the other Corporation; also no 
‘construction work shall be carried out unless mutually agreed upon 
by the Committees of the two counties. 


(7) That this agreement shall remain in force and effect for a 
period of ten years from the time it is confirmed by By-law of the 
Council of each of the Corporations and the By-laws registered in 
the Registry Office of the registry division in which the roads and 
bridges are situated.
